CALIFORNIA GUIDE BOOK, 


A neat pamphlet from the Pacific 
Coast Land Bureau, containing val- 
uable maps and much useful infor- 
mation, has just been issued. The 
bureau has land all over the coast to 
dispose of, including the railroad 
lands. The introduction says: We 
claim that facts only need be told 
to show California to be, what she 
really is, in soil, climate and pro- 
ductions; in health, pleasure and 
happiness; in enterprise, progress 
and success: The garden spot of 
the earth. 

A few years ago California im- 
ported all she consumed. To-day 
she exports more in bullion and 
produce than any other State in 
the Union. 

California has 89,000,000 acres of 
land suited to profitable husbandry. 
Of these 40,000,000 are fit for the 
plow, while the remainder is excel- 
lent for stock-raising, fruit-grow- 
ing, and all other branches of agri- 
culture. This agricultural area ex- 
ceeds that of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, yet England contains 332 in- 
habitants to the square mile; Ire- 
land 225; California, 4. California 
needs population—she 1s susceptible 
of sustaining millions where she 
now has thousands. 

With industry, economy, sobriety 
aud honesty of purpose, no man in 
this State, with rare exceptions, 
will fail of success in the ordinary 
pursuits of life. 

California contains a great area 
unsettled and undeveloped; with as 
rich soil and as fine climate as ever 
the sun shone upon — a country en- 
tirely exempt from violent storms, 
and one every way fitted, when er- 
dinary prudeuce only is exercised, 
fur crowning success. 

A wrong impression has gone 
abroad in regard to the disposition 
of the land-owners in our State. 
The owners of large tracts of land 
are disposed to encourage the better 
class of immigration by subdivision 
of their holdings, which is result- 
ing in a direct benefit to the State, 
and a large proportion of the new 
settlers are locating at once on our 
agricultural lands.

—A landslide occurred last night 
three miles west of here on the Dakoia 
Division of the Chicago, Minneapolis 
& St. Paul Railroad. Six hundred 
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The Late Destrnetive Cyclone in 
Missouri —The Country Laid 
Waste and Lives Lost. 
; Macon, Mo., May 14. 
The cyclone that occurred here last 
evening at 8 o’clock caused great de- 
struction, both of life and property. 
The storm, coming from the south- 
west, struck the city about the west 
corner, damaging more or less every- 
thiog in its path. The debris from 
ruined buildings was blown more than 
a mile. The business part of the city 
escaped with but little damage. 
Fences and trees were blown to pieces. 
There are three persons at present 
known to be killed, named Mrs, Elijab 
Banta, Mrs. Jno. Clarkson and Charles 
Ross. Many were seriously and per- 
haps fatally injured. 
Five miles southwest of bere the 
country is laid waste and desolate. 
Houses, barns and fences are scattered 
over the prairie. Much live stock was 
killed or crippled. In the switch yard 
two freight cars were blown from the 
track. Timber 1 scattered over the 
entire south part of the city. In the 
small fish pond of Captain W. C. 
Smith three feet of water was entirely 
scooped out, The damage is roughly 
estimated at $100,000 in this vicinity. 
Kansas City, May 14. 
Many singular freaks of the wind 
are recorded. One man had bis clothes 
literally torn from his body, being 
stripped almost to his underclothing. 
At one house on MoGee street a lady 
was sitting at the piano in the second 
story. The wind lifted the upper 
part of the house and left her seated 
in the open air unhurt and the instru- 
ment undisturbed. The loss in the 
city is now placed at $200,000 or more. 
Str. Josgru, Mo., May 14. 
Information from Biackow, a few 
a few miles north of here on the Bur- 
lington, Chicago and Quincy Railroad, 
is to the effect that a cyclone passed 
over Whiteville, Andrew county, last 
evening, destroying several farm 
houses, barns, orchards and other 
property in the vicinity. William 
Stingley lost his house and all the out- 
buildings, the whole outfit being de- 
stroyed.

SUBLIVAN, THE SLOGGER. 


The Beston Boy Still Alive-He 
Kaocks Out Mitchell, the English 
Champion, in Three Keunds. 

. New Yor, May l4. 

Notwithstanding ‘the inclement 
weather, an immense crowd assem- 
bled in Madison Square Gardens, to 
witness the glove contest between Sul- 
livan, the champion of America, and 
Mitchell, introduced as the champion 
of England. The holders of $1 tickets 
were adinitted at the Fourth avenue 
entrance, while holders of $2 tickets 
entered at the Madison avenue door. 
There were about 7,000 people inside 
the building, and the boxes were filled 
with prominent club men and poli- 
ticians. Roscoe Conkling and Charles 
A. Dana had front seats in the space 
[reserved near the platform for the 
press. 

The exercises opened at 8:30 P. M. 
by sparring between Peter McCoy and 
Robert Mullany. Then came a 
friendly set-to between John Reilly 
and Steve Taylor, Jim Kelly and 
Jerry Murray and others, The crowd 
becoming’ inypatient, loud calls were 
made for Sullivan and Mitchel!. There 
was great applause when Sullivan ap- 
peared on the stage in fighiing cos- 
tume. Mitchell was also warmly ap- 
plauded. 

Before time was called Captain Wil- 
liams cautioned the two men. Work 
was earnest from the start. Sullivan 
went viciously at Mitchell, and the 
latter, in getting out of his way fell 
twice. Watching his opportunity be 
got in a quick blow, apd Sullivan 
went down. He got up and closed 
with Mitchell, and there was close 
fighting until time was pealled, and 
each man ordered back in, his corner. 
Mitchell looked fresh, smiling and 
confident, while the breathing of Sul- 
livan was labored, plainly showing 
his want of condition. 

The second round was very sprited. 
Mitchell danced around Sullivan, and 
then closing suddenly upon him, 
drove him back upon the ropes. Sul- 
livan got up and pursued the English- 
man with caution, evidently bent upon 
delivering a knock-out blow. He 
caught Mitchell squarely in the face, 
and the Englishman went down 
quickly, and after some sharp fight- 
ing Sullivan threw him across the 
ropes. The iatter sprang lightly to 
his feet,and was knocked down, and 
got up dazed. Sullivan pressed him 
and drove him to the ropes again, and 
threw him clear over them, the Eng- 
lishman falling head down, and his 
feet sticking straight up in the air. 

Inthe third round the excitement 
was intense. Mitchell got in some sharp 
body blows on Sullivan, but the latter 
delivered his blows with great direct- 
ness and force, and the Englishman 
was twice knocked down.
